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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 



1 . Applicant's election of claims 1-6, with traverse, in the reply filed on 8/7/07 is 
acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the 
supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an 
election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

2. Currently, claims 1-24 are pending and claims 7-24 are withdrawn from 
consideration. 



Drawings 



3. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the 
description: Reference numeral 52 mentioned in paragraph 24 line 2 in relation to Fig. 
1B. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply 
to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement 
drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version 
of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet submitted 
after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either 
"Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121 (d). If the changes are 
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not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required 
corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held 
in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

5. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by U.S. 
Patent No. 6,967,728 to Vidyanand. 

Regarding claims 1 and 6, Vidyanand discloses a method and computer software 
residing on a computer-readable storage medium comprising a set of instructions that 
cause a computer to customize a standard user Interface associated with a universal 
printer driver comprising the steps of: associating an item of a standard user interface 
data structure to a first object (see column 5 lines 19-22 and 46-64 and column 7 lines 
3-15, reference shows that a user can select desired print driver preferences from a 
group that has been saved or from default settings to create a custom print driver 
preference layout), associating an item of a customized user interface to a second 
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object (see column 7 lines 3-15, column 8 lines 8-18, and column 9 lines 3-14 and 40- 
67, reference shows that a user can select desired print driver preferences from a group 
that has been saved or from default settings to create a custom print driver preference 
layout), linking the first object to the second object through a software interface, the 
software interface for facilitating communication between the first object and the second 
object (see Figs. 9 and 10, column 7 lines 44-47 and column 8 lines 8-18, reference 
states that custom print driver preferences can be created and saved and even modified 
and that the preferences can even be used for different printers utilizing a translation 
controller that links the same or similar preference), and displaying the customized user 
interface (see Figs. 6, 8, and 9, column 6 lines 3-40 and 59-61, and column 7 lines 44- 
47). 

Regarding claim 2, Vidyanand further discloses wherein the step of displaying 
comprises accessing a definition file, the definition file comprising information related to 
the customized user interface (see column 7 lines 3-16). 

Regarding claim 3, Vidyanand further discloses wherein the information related 
to the customized user interface comprises at least one additional item compatible with 
the standard user interface structure (see column 9 lines 3-14, reference states that 
when print driver preferences are used for a different printer some attributes may be 
incompatible and in that case default settings are utilized). 

Regarding claim 4, Vidyanand further discloses the step of filtering at least one 
item of the standard user interface data structure prior to the displaying step (see 
column 9 lines 40-67). 
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Regarding claim 5, Vidyanand further discloses wherein the filtering step 
comprises writing to a file, the file comprising data related to a state of at least one 
constant, the state of the at least one constant being determinative of inclusion in the 
standard user interface data structure (see column 9 lines 3-14 and 40-67, reference 
states that certain default attributes are always present in the print driver preferences).
